* Lines for Use by All Steamers 
Suggested. 


Washington.—An American plan to 
. lay off definite east and west traffic 
., lanes in the vast Pacific wiJl be pre- 

; sented at the international conference 
rN for the safety of life at sea in Lon- 
, don next year. 

Traffic regulation in the crowded 
Atlantic was organized at the last 
London conference in October, 1924. 
Since then, winter and suiimer, ships 
of all nations have followed across 
the north Atlantic the charted routes 
; that were suggested then by the hy- 
drographic office of the United States 
navy and udopted by 18 British, 
' Dutch, French, German and American 
steamship lines, 

There are seven transatlantic routes 
or “tracks,” the three more southern, 
lettered A to C, being from American 
ports and the other four, D to G, from 
Canadian, Definite seasons are allot- 
ted for the use of each. A, for ex- 
ainple, the extra southern track. is 
used from March to July; b, the 
southern track, from March to Sep- 
tember, and C, the northern track, 
from September to February. 

The familiar rule, “Keep to the 

right,” is followed on all but one of 
the twenty-mile-wide Atlantic lanes, 
east-bound traffic using the southern 
ten miles of each and west-bound 
using the northern ten miles, 
Canadian route, from Laltifax, the or-

‘ Danger of collisions between east- 
bound and west-bound vessels has 
never been so great in the Pacifie as 
Jl in the Atlantic because of the smaller 
volume of traflic and the greater size 
of the ocean, Several years ago, how- 
ever, the navy hydrographic office 
charted east and west routes from Se- 
attle und Portland to Yokohama by 
Way of Honolulu, and it is though:

FORT OF MEXICO 


Scientist Plans to Excavate 
; Monte Alban. 


Mexico City.—A party of investiga- 
tors, headed by~ Alfursy Cusvu, urche- 
ologist, und Miguel LD. de Mendizabel, 
ethnologist, representing: the Mexican 
Historical Reviev:, will begin a study, 
before the end of the current year, 
of the ancient fortified mountain city 
known us Monte Alban near the city 
of Oaxaca, 

Monte Alban is part of the relics of 
strange prehistoric builders who mod- 
itied entire mountain skylines by carv- 
ing terraces and erecting pyramids 
until they looked like scallops on a 
petticoat. 

Practically nothing is knuwn of the 
race that conceived the unique notion 
of lenving its mark notched on the 
upland horizon, and the archeological 
city was old and deserted when the 
Spanish came to subdue Oaxaca along 
with the rest of Mevsico. 

Looks Like Work of Moles. 

Today, swathed in its age-vld pad- 
ding ot earth and vegetation, the site 
of Monte Alban, seen frem ita bighest 
point, suggests the work of giant mules 
which burrowed und upheaved on au 
geometrical plan. The city Whose 
angles ure uow curves, whose square 
pyramids are myuuds, upd 
Whese sunken terrace gardens are dim- 
ples in the earth, looks down upon 
Imederb green und white anu pink 
Oaxaca nestling in the sunny valley 
1,000 feet below und five kilometers 
away. 

The ridges are ieveléd off ai differ 
ent heights, and a series of mounds 
and terraces result that are as con- 
fusing in their number and extent as 
the layout of a latge city. The 
mounds were flat-topped pyramids on 
which superstructures .once stood, as 
stumps of walls sticking out of the 
covering of grass still show, und there 
are many remains of fortifying walls, 
forming battlements for terraces that 
overlooked the approaches te the 
Hiountyin city. . “te 

There are series of sunken ‘rectan- 
gular terraces surrounded by ancient 
struetures raised on sloping sides that 
give the quadrangles the appearance 
of modern football welds with the 
grandstands all around. Piles ef stene 
ed smothered earth left in the 
centers of these inclosures suggest 
that they were altars. 

No systematic excavations have 
been made in Monte Alban, but the 
evidence of occasional haphazard 
ones is significant. A pyramid strue 
ture that has been probed by a series 
of tunnels in a search for hidden 
treasure reveals that it is built up of 
seven artificial levels of broken stone 
filled with earth and capped by pave- 
ments of lime concrete. 

The recent earthquake which shook 
all Mexico brought down sume of the 
rock, filling parts of these tunnels, 

In the sides of several terraces or 
mounds there are ancient sepulchers 
that have been sacked, but the cor- 
belled  stone-lined vaults remain, 
showing their great. similarity to 
Maya architecture farther south. Nar- 
row entrances leading to the tombs 
are picture galleries lined with stone 
slabs carved with human figures that 
perhaps represented persons who were 
buried there in ancient times. 

Dispute Over Ownership. 

Some people in the region claim 
that Monte Alban was the fortified bor- 
derland between the land of the Zapo- 
tecs, who built the ancient city of 
Mitla, some seventy kilometers away, 
and the Mixtecs, to whom Monte Al- 
ban ts ascribed, especially by modern 
Mixtecs living in the villages below. 
On the other hand, modern Zapotecs 
claim Monte Albun as theirs. 

Mitla and Monte Alban, although 
very close together, are radically 
apart in style and perhaps in the 
time of their building. Mitla is one 
of the few archeological cities known 
in middle America that is vot built 
on a series of pyramids as substruc 
tures, and there is only one true pyra- 
mid on the site. Mitla’s most striking 
feature is the geometrical mosaics of 
stone ‘that make up ifs wall panels 
and friezes, which show a Meyrican 
or northern influence. 

Monte Alban, on the other hand, ts 
built entirely on pyramids and _ ter- 
races, und shows in {ts corbelled fu- 
neral vaults and carved stones a 
strong Maya Influence. 

Dr. Manuel Gamio, leading Mexican 
scientist, believes it possible that 
Monte Alban may even have ‘been 
a young Maya city during one of the 
early steps in the evolution of that 
race, or may at least be an important 
link in its history. There seems no 
doubt that the enormous amount of 
information there is ready to tap in 
the many well-known but unexplored 
archeological sites of Mexico will 
some day clear up many points in 
American prehistory.

BRET HARTE HERO | 
FOUND IN SWEDEN 


Original of Arizona Peter Is 
Old and Blind. 


Stockholm.—The original of Arizona 
Peter, Swedish here of one of Bret 
Harte’s stories, has been discovered 
by a Swedish newspaper to be still 
alive. He is living in the village of 
Smedjebacken in his native province. 

The old Wild West hero is, however, 
totally blind. His real name is Per 
Erik Aastroem, and he is now seventy 
years old. 

Aastroem left Sweden in the early 
‘80s for the West, where he,. like 
many other Swedes, entered the Unit- 
ed States garrison service. , 

Arizona Peter earned a reputation 
for entefprise and daring. Once when 
he found a Sioux cilef half uncon- 
scious, bound and ga;:ged, he got off 
his horse and saved the Indian. The 
sweetheart of Austrvem, however, was 
in Sweden, and, wishing to murry her, 
he got her # position at a neighbor- 
ing farm, owned by # Scotch woman, 

Shortly after her arrival she and 
her mistress were eaptured in their 
home by a plundering bund and ¢ar- 
ried off. Accompanied by Grey Beir, 
Stoux chief. Aastroem dashed across 
the Mexican border, surprised the 
brigands and rescued the women. 

He then rode away and halted on 
the slope of a narrow canyon through 
which the robbers had to puss, us 
Bret Harte tells the story. There the 
Swede and the Indian shot down 50 
of their fves, 

One day Aastroem struck a copper 
vein in the mountains, and soon a 
group of engineers and miners begun 
to exploit the find.

Potato-Tomato Union 


Good Graft for. Farms 
St. Louisa “‘good graft” (not of 
the political variety) which anyone 
may try and which will reward a lit- 
tle patience with a double crop fs de- 
scribed in a recent bulletin of the 
Missouri Botanical garden.

Leave 
Sam Houston out of the story, and the 
American chronicle is a thing of gaps 
and many unintelligibilities, for not 
only did he make history at various 
times, but in a great critical period he 
WAS history.” 

Although three states vie for the 
henor of calling Sam Houston their 
own, he belongs not only to them but 
to the whole nation. So it is appropri- 
ate that the name “Houston” should be 
upod the tongue of-all Americans with- 
in the next few weeks. It is also ap- 
propriate that there should appear at 
this ttme a new biography of “Old San 
Jacinto” such as George Creel’s “Sam 
“Jousipn—A Colossus fa Buckskin,” 
published recently by the Cosmopolitan 
Book corporation. 

That sweeping characterization of 
Houston, the new biographer justifies 
in thig statement:

‘’and@ then governor by the adoring Ten- 
nesseeans, even the Presidency was not 
beyond his hopes, yet .that happened 
which sent him into exile between two 
suns; seeking refuge with the Chero- 
kees for a second time, drink and mel- 
anécholy sank him to a dark itevel be- 
neath the regard of men; entering 
Texas, resolved to build a new life ina 
“new land, he fifted himself high above 


his degradation; and when the colonists. 


rose in rebellion against the brutal 
tyrannies of a Mexican dictator, it was 
“a clear-eyed, indomitablé Houston wha 
marshaled ragged volunteers, conduct- 
ed’ masterful retreats ‘and finally 
crashed Santa Anna and his army in a 
day of slaughter.

-European powers against America, that 
made annexation possible; in the sen- 
ate of the United States, although a 
Southerner and a_ oplaveholder, he 
braved the hate and anger of the South 
by an unflinching stand against slavery 
and secession; contemptuous of threats 
against his life, he returned to Texas 
to run for governor on a Unionist plat- 
form and won against overwhelming 
odds; confronted with the necessity ot 
declaring allegiance to the Confederate 


States, he suffered deposition rather 
than surrender. his principles, and 
walk out of office to the humble 


cabin that was his home, old, poor and 
proscribed, but with his head unbowed. 


_ Such was the career which enables 
its chronicler to say by way of sum- 
mary: 


A gigantic, towering figure, well 
worthy to rank with the illustrious 
and admired of Amertca, yet, save in 
the Southwest, born of his courage, 
Sam Houstcn is but a naine, known in 
detail only to the inquiring few.

+ While the average American may be 

but faintly tnterested in the work of 
Houston, the empire-builder, he can- 
not fail to be stirred by the deeds of 
Houston, the man.’ We can admire 
-the..pure grit. he displayed when he 
received that dreadful wound in the 
assault on the Indian stronghold at 
Tohopeka, but we must admire more 
the moral courage he displayed when 
he faced a vast crowd of Texans, de- 
plored their hasty decision for seces- 
sion and dared to predict defeat for 
the South. For “it is far easier to do 
something spectacular with all the 
world applauding than it {s to stand 
Square for a principle and to flout the 
mighty monarch, Majority.” 

Small wonder then that three states 
should claim him as their own. Vir- 
ginia’s claim lies in the fact that he 
was born March 2, 1793 at Timber 
Ridge in Rockbridge county not far 
from Lexington, the son of Samuel 
Houston, who served in the Revolu- 
tion as one of Danie! Morgan’s stal- 
wart riflemen, and one of those pioneer 
mothers, who were “tall and strong” 
and a fit mate for such a man. Last 
year Virginia, with Texas co-operating, 
erected a monument at that place and 
there each year memorial ceremonies 
are held on April 21, the anniversary 
of Sam Houston’s greatest victory, the 
battlé of San Jacinto. 

When the elder Samuel Houston 
died in 1807, his wife took her six 
sons and three daughters with her 
over the Alleghenies and established 
them a pioneer home.on the borders 
of the Cherokee nation in eastern 
Tennessee. So Tennessee spreads upon 
the record of {ts contribution to na- 
tional history that she sent Sam Hou- 
ston to his first war under the leader- 
ship of ‘her greatest hero, Andrew 
Jackson, in his expedition against the 
Creeks; that she sent him to represent 
her in congress and that she later 
made him her governor. 


Texas’ claim to Sam Houston is

need repeating here. The events them- 
selves are well known, but the sig- 
nificance of these events and the man 
responsible for them are not such com- 
mon knowledge and that is why the 
appearance of a new biography of 
Houston at a time when it will be 
easiest for his name to be recalled Is a 
happy circumstance.
